DEAR POLLY - I have ll white candles in three 
candelabra and wonder how I can clean them. They have 
turned quite yellow.

DEAR MRS.P.N. - I am presuming yours are regular 
wax candles. If so. hold them upside down under very hot 
running water just long enough for the top layer of soil and 
discoloration to run off. Dry candles with a paper towel. I 
find this very successful for white wax candles. Recently I 
freshened some dark blue ones by lightly rubbing with a 
paper towel that had been dampened in rubbing alcohol. —

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with dining establishments 
that charge a flat fee for banquets “ including tips.”

Then when ready to leave 
home fill rest of the bottle with water. Ice lasts longer this 
way and it is better than carrying cubes. I also do this when going 
on a picnic or other outing. — BERTHA G. 
DEAR POLLY - Often I need a small adhesive bandage but 
the junior size is too short. I cut a regular size in half before peel­ 
ing the paper off the adhesive. This gives me two narrow ban­ 
dages that are long enough to wrap around a finger or to go on an 
arm without using one that is so small it falls right off. 
In an emergency baby powder makes an excellent substitute 
for dry shampoo It is made to be super-absorbent and a small 
amount will absorb a lot of oil and hair spray. It leaves the hair 
much more alive until a wet shampoo is possible.

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Texans Fight Turf Ills 


Destroy Plants 
Lawns

Birthday 
brought 
our 
across-the-street 
neighbors 
an eager young collie. 
While I’ve not yet seen the 
gent, 
I’ve 
heard 
some 
frightening reports of his 
effects on their landscape. 
To the tune of three dozen 
fine 
canna 
bulbs, 
for 
example. 
But I’m a dog lover too 
Let’s see how we and our 
landscapes can accept pets 
into the family. 
Dogs can be tough on our 
trees 
Any time bark 
is 
destroyed in a trunk-circling 
pattern root death is sure to 
follow. Don’t chain your dogs 
to your trees Use a stake in 
the ground a or fence post 
instead. 
And don’t let the old boy 
lay around chewing your 
prized tree trunks. Wrap 
chicken wire if needed, but 
remember to loosen the wire 
as the tree trunk expands 
Some of the worst dog 
damage I’ve seen comes 
from the animals plopping 
themselves in the midst of 
the flower beds 
You can't really blame 
them, of course. They’re 
looking for cool, moist spots 
for warm summer days, and 
flower and vegetable gar­ 
dens are the best things 
around Repellents may help 


somewhat, 
but 
you’ll 
probably be happiest if you’ll 
either barricade against 
their 
invasion 
or 
simply 
avoid tender plants. 
Another neighbor sponsors 
a German shepherd who 
patrols his property’s per- 
meters. The resultant foot 
path defies weeds 
Faced 
with the same problems I’ve 
seen folks put in a runway, 
either frorfi concrete or patio 
stones Not only does Rover 
have 
his 
own 
special 
roadway, but his owner has 
an easily edged border, far 
better than the fence itself. 
Dog 
by-products 
are 
harmful, as well. Urine can 
burn plants, both turf and 
small shrub 
Manure can 
wreck even the most critical 
fe rtilizatio n 
p ro g ram , 
leaving spots of bright 
green. 
For these last problems 
and for many of the others, 
virtual exclusion of the pet 
would be best. Still another 
neighbor has constructed, at 
modest cost, a separate non­ 
landscaped dog run for his 
two canines 
They’re allowed 
in 
his 
landscaped areas only under 
his supervision. It doesn’t 
eliminate all the problems, 
but it does cut back on them, 
particularly the chewing and 
digging frustrations of the 
lonely puppy. 


Durable plants are a must. 
Thorny types aren’t a bit 
cruel, they’re merely wise 
choices. Rapid re-growers 
and strongly rooted forms 
are likewise fine picks. 


Pick On Time 


Drouth, leaf spot diseases, 
chinch bugs and white grubs 
present major turf problems 
for home lawns in Texas for 
the next several months. 
“ High temperatures, high 
winds and limited rainfall 
create drouth problems for 
allturfgrass species,” points 
out Dr. Richard Duble, 
turfgrass specialist for the 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
Extension Service. “ Raising 
the mowing height one-half 
inch will increase the depth 
of the turfgrass cover and 
provide more insulation 
against extremes in high soil 
temperature. This practice 
also encourages more ex­ 
tensive 
rooting 
of 
tur- 
fgrasses so they can more 
effectively 
use 
soil 
moisture.” 
Along with higher mowing, 
the Texas A&M University 
System specialist suggests 
watering to moisten the soil 
to a depth of four to six in­ 
ches after each application. 
Light, frequent irrigation 
produces shallow-rooted turf 
that is more susceptible to 
drouth stress. 
The specialist advises

against 
using 
soluble 
nitrogen 
fertilizers 
to 
stim ulate 
g rass 
growth 
during mid-summer stress 
periods since they increase 
the water requirements of 
turf. 
“ Leaf spot diseases are 
generally a problem when 
lawns are under stress and 
increase with high tem ­ 
peratures, drouth, heavy 
shade and close mowing,” 
points out Duble. “ Proper 
mowing and watering will 
reduce these problems, but 
fungicides may be required 
to prevent serious damage. 
Those containing PCNB, 
Maneb, Dyrene or Daconil 
are effective for control of 
leaf spot diseases.” 


Chinch bugs and white 
grubs feed heavily on lawns 
during mid sum m er and 
their dam age resem bles 
drouth injury, notes the 
specialist. If the turf does not 
respond to applications of 
water, 
insects should 
be 
suspected. 
Both 
insects 


damage St. Augustine grass, 
but only the white grub 
dam ages 
berm udagrass 
lawns. 
Chinch bugs can be ef­ 
fectively controlled with 
applications 
of 
Aspon, 
diazinon. trithion or Ethion. 


Water the lawn thoroughly 
prior to applying the in­ 
secticide 
for chinch 
bug 
control. A light watering 
after the insecticide ap ­ 
plication also increases its 
effectiveness. 
White grubs can be con­ 


trolled with chlordane or 
diazinon. 
Duble advises 
drenching the lawn after the 
insecticide is applied since 
the grubs feed on grass 
roots. 
White 
grubs 
have 
developed 
resistan ce 
to 
chlordane in some areas of 
the state. 
Duble suggests sprigging 
Floratam St. Augustine had"; 
been damaged.

After putting a lot of hard 
work into that 
vegetable 
garden, it’s important to 
harvest crops at the proper 
time, points out Jam es R 
Risinger, 
Collin 
County 
Agent 
with 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Produce that is picked too 
soon can be either too tough 
or too tender and often lacks 
in flavor or substance That 
which is harvested too late 
may also be tough, fibrous or 
squashy, depending on the 
crop Once produce passes 
its peak of maturity, its 
flavor begins to decline. 
Many vegetable crops 
should be harvested on a 
regular basis as they will 
mature over a period of 
* time, Risinger pointed out. 


Certain Crops such as okra, 
squash, tomatoes, beans and 
cucumbers can be harvested 
every two or three days. 
Most vegetables can be 
easily picked or snapped off 
the stalk or vine. However, 
care should be used not to 
damage the plants It may 
be best to use a knife when 
harvesting certain crops 
such as okra and eggplants. 
Also, use care to avoid 
stepping 
on 
vines 
or 
breaking stems when har­ 
vesting vegetables. 
R isinger 
advises 
h ar­ 
vesting vegetable crops 
when the foliage is dry to 
avoid spreading d isease 
spores that may be present.

Instead, the firm will 
use a rebuilt m ill to process 
an estim ated 275,000 tons of 
gold-bearing 
rock 
left 
in 
piles by earlier m iners. 
“ They dum ped the rock 
because the gold in it w as of 
too low a grade to ex tract 
e c o n o m ic a lly ,’ 
W eaver 
said. “ Now, with the gold 
prices about five tim es what 
they w ere, we feel'ft will be 
worth our while to process 
the ore and rem ove the gold. 
“ You might say w e’re in­ 
volved in a gold-recycling 
process.” 
W eaver sa id th e m ill, 
which began operations in 
January, will be able to 
process 50 tons of ore per day 
when it is in full production 
in several m onths. 


“ We expect to get about IO 
ounces of gold from each 50 
tons of o re,” said W eaver. 
“ Our processing costs will 
run about $9 per ton, or $450 
a day. 


“ At current prices of $165 
per ounce, that will leave us 
$1,200 per day, from which 
we will have to subtract the 
refining costs. We hope to 
com e out about $1,000 a day 
in the black.” 


The mill will produce a 
goldrich sludge which will be 
shipped 
to the 
A m erican 
Sm elting Com pany 
in 
El 
Paso, Tex., for refining. The 
sludge, or concentrate, will 
contain “ about 95 per cent of 
the gold in the original ore 
with about one-fortieth of the 
01 iginal bulk,” said W eaver.
